MARKET  REVIEW 


Primary  distributor's  inventories  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  on  hand 
March  1,  1975,  totaled  3,026,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  according  to 
preliminary  reports.     This  was  41,000  tons  less  than  on  Jan.  31,  1975,  but 
87,000  tons  more  than  at  the  end  of  February  last  year. 

Cane  sugar  refiners'  total  stocks  were  down  177,000  tons  from  the  end 
of  January,  with  155,000  tons  being  reduced  from  their  raw  sugar  stocks. 
During  February  beet  processors'   stocks  decreased  31,000  tons  from  1,649,000 
tons  on  Jan.  31,  1975  to  1,618,000  tons  on  March  1.     The  stocks  of  mainland 
cane  processors  increased  167,000  tons  during  February  to  540,000  tons, 
173,000  tons  higher  than  stocks  of  a  year  earlier. 

Although  sugar  deliveries  by  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in 
the  U.S.  have  picked  up  somewhat,  they  are  still  running  behind  last  year 
for  the  same  period.     Distribution  for  the  week  ending  March  15  totaled  164,000 
tons,  raw  value.     This  compares  with  149,000  tons  delivered  a  week  earlier 
and  208,000  tons  delivered  during  the  week  ending  March  16,  1974. 

Preliminary  reports  show  distribution  in  1975  through  March  15  of 
1,363,000  tons.     This  compares  with  2,235,000  tons  and  1,994,000  tons, 
respectively,  during  the  same  periods  of  1974  and  1973.     However,  at  year-end 
1974  there  were  8,000  tons  of  sugar  constructively  delivered,  i.e.,  sugar 
sold  and  charged  to  quotas  during  December  1974,  but  physically  delivered  in 
January  and  February  of  1975.     Constructive  deliveries  totaled  6,000  tons  in 

1974  and  130,000  tons  in  1973.  Therefore,   physical  deliveries  through  March 
15,  1975,  totaled  1,371,000  tons,  compared  to  2,241,000  tons  and  2,124,000 
tons,  respectively,  for  the  same  periods  in  1974  and  1973. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  states  of  destination  during  January 

1975  totaled  9,565,000  hundredweight,  a  decrease  of  46.7  percent  from  January 
1974.     Decreases  were  reported  in  all  states  with  27  states  reporting  decreases 
of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.     California  had  the  largest  decrease-- 
937,000  hundredweight,  followed  by  Illinois  down  736,000,  New  York  down  651,000 
and  Pennsylvania  down  568,000.     Regionally,  the  West  was  down  55  9  percent, 
followed  by  the  New  England  region  down  49.5  percent,  the  South  down  46.7  percent 
the  Mid-Atlantic  down  46.5  percent  and  the  North  Central  down  46.3  percent. 

Deliveries  of  refined  sugar,  as  reported  by  type  of  user,  is  classified 
as  either  industrial-- i.e. ,  sugar  deliveries  to  processors  of  food  and  other 
products--or  non- industrial- -i.e. ,  sugar  deliveries  for  consumption  in  homes 
and  institutions.     While  the  non- industrial  type  users  are  explained  in  the 
title  of  each  of  the  four  categories,  the  industrial  type  users  may  need 
some  explanation  as  to  what  is  included  in  each  of  the  seven  categories. 

1.  Bakery,  cereal  and  allied  products  include  bread,  rolls,  sweet  goods, 
dessert  preparations,  doughnuts,  biscuits,  crackers,  cookies,  pretzels, 
crullers,  baking  mixes  and  batters,  bakers'   supply  houses,  breakfast 
and  other  prepared  cereals  and  cereal  paste  products, 

2.  Confectionery  and  related  products  include  candy,  candied  fruits,  and 
other  confectionery  products,  chocolate  and  cocoa  products,  chewing 
gum  and  confectioners'   supply  houses. 

3.  Ice  cream  and  dairy  products  include  ice  cream,  ice  cream  mix, 
ices,  sherberts,  frozen  custard,  sweetened  condensed  milk  (bulk  and 
case  goods),  creamery  butter,  cheese  and  cheese  spreads,  chocolate 
milk  and  miscellaneous  dairy  products. 

4.  Beverages  include  alcoholic  and  non-alcoholic  beverages,  drink  mixes, 
fountain  sirups  and  flavoring  and  coloring  extracts. 
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5.  Canned,  bottled,  frozen  foods,  jams,  jellies  and  preserves  include 
canned,  frozen,   bottled  and  dried  fruits,  vegetables,  fruit  juices, 
vegetable  juices,  soups,  soup  mixes,  baked  beans,  pickled  fruits 

and  vegetables,  relishes,  vegetable  sauces  and  seasoning,  jams,  jellies, 
preserves,  marmalades,  fruit  butter,  mayonnaise  and  condiments. 

6.  Multiple  and  all  other  food  users  include  deliveries  to  buyers 
making  products  falling  into  two  or  more  of  the  above  categories  and 
for  which  estimates  of  amounts  going  into  each  category  are  not 
feasible.     Also,  deliveries  for  miscellaneous  food  users,  such  as 
meat  curing,  sirup  blending,  etc. 

7.  Non-food  products  include  all  non- foods  users,  such  as  tobacco, 
pharmaceutical,  etc. 

During  1974,  66  percent  of  refined  sugar  deliveries  were  made  to 
industrial  type  users  with  the  remaining  34  percent  being  delivered  to  non- 
industrial  type  users.     An  unknown  quantity  delivered  to  wholesalers,  jobbers 
and  dealers  finds  its  way  to  industrial  users.     For  industrial  type  users, 
beverages  received  the  most--34  percent;  followed  by  bakery,  cereal  and  allied 
products--21  percent;  confectionery  and  related  products--15  percent;  canned, 
bottled,  frozen  foods,  jams,  jellies,  preserves,  etc. --13  percent;   ice  cream 
and  dairy  products--8  percent;  multiple  and  all  other  food  users--7  percent, 
and  non- food  products-- 2  percent. 

Wholesale  grocers,  jobbers  and  sugar  dealers  received  the  most  sugar  for 
non- industrial  type  users-- 56  percent;   followed  by  retail  grocers,  chain  stores 
and  supermarkets- -38  percent;  all  other  deliveries  including  deliveries  to 
Government  agencies--3  percent,  and  hotels,  restaurants  and  institutions- - 3 
percent . 

Total  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  in  1974  were  2.2  percent  less  than 
deliveries  in  1973.     Industrial  type  users  were  down  3.0  percent  with  decreases 
occurring  in  five  of  the  seven  categories.     Non- food  products  and  multiple  and 
unclassified  food  users  were  the  only  industrial  type  categories  to  increase. 

Deliveries  to  non- industrial  type  users  during  1974  decreased  to  two  of 
the  four  types  of  users  as  compared  to  1973.     Deliveries  to  wholesalers  that 
accounted  for  56.1  percent  of  all  deliveries  for  non- industrial  uses  were 
down  3.0  percent,  resulting  in  an  over-all  decline  in  deliveries  to  non- industrial 
type  users  of  0.4  percent. 

Total  deliveries  of  cane  sugar  which  accounted  for  73.2  percent  of  the 
1974  total,  increased  3.0  percent  above  1973  while  deliveries  of  beet  sugar 
decreased  13.9  percent. 

Deliveries  of  cane  and  beet  sugar  in  consumer- size  packages  (less  than 
50  pounds)  were  up  2.0  percent  in  1974,  as  compared  with  1973.     Deliveries  of 
cane  sugar  in  consumer- size  packages,  which  in  1974  accounted  for  80.8  percent 
of  all  consumer- size  packages  deliveries,  increased  2.1  percent  and  beet  sugar 
deliveries  similarly  packaged  increased  1.5  percent. 

Deliveries  of  bulk  granulated  sugar  by  primary  distributors  during  calendar 
year  1974  were  down  2.8  percent  as  compared  with  1973.     Deliveries  of  bulk 
cane  sugar,  which  accounted  for  63.3  percent  of  all  bulk  sugar  deliveries 
during  1974,   increased  12.8  percent  while  deliveries  of  beet  sugar  decreased 
21.7  percent. 

Deliveries  of  industrial  and  institutional  packages  (granulated  sugar  50 
pounds  and  over)  were  up  4.0  percent  in  1974,  as  compared  with  1973.     Cane  sugar, 
which  comprised  76.1  percent  of  the  total  in  1974  increased  13.7  percent  while 
beet  sugar  packages  decreased  18.2  percent. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
(No.  10  bulk  Contract  of  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange)  averaged  36.07 
cents  per  pound  during  February,  down  from  40.15  in  January  but  up  111  percent 
from  17.09  cents  in  February  of  last  year. 

During  the  period  under  review,  the  spot  price  was  on  the  decline.  The 
price  was  31.00  cents  on  March  3,  and  by  March  26  it  was  down  to  26.25  cents 
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with  an  average  of  28.64  cents     for  the   .period.  This  compares  with  18.28 

cents  for  the  same  period  last  year.     The  price  has  not  been  as  low  as  26.25 
cents  since  July  9,  1974,  when  it  was  26.00  cents. 

The  spot  price  for  world  bulk  raw  sugar  (No.  11  Contract  of  the  New  York 
Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange),  f.o.b.  and  stowed  at  Greater  Caribbean  ports, 
averaged  33.72  cents  per  pound  during  February.     This  is  down  from  38.32  cents 
in  January  but  it  is  84  percent  above  the  average  for  February  1974. 

The  world  price  declined  from  29.00  cents  on  March  3  to  24.00  cents  on 
March  26  with  an  average  of  26.61  cents  for  the  period.     For  the  same  period 
in  1974  the  price  averaged  21.61  cents. 

The  wholesale  price  quotations  for  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  sold  in 
100-pound  bags  were  reduced  several  times  throughout  the  country  during  the 
first  three  weeks  of  March.     The  quotation  for  cane  sugar  in  the  Chicago-West 
and  Eastern  regions  was  44.40  cents  per  pound  on  March  3  and  was  reduced  to 
42.40  cents  on  March  11  and  to  37.40  cents  on  March  17.     In  the  Pacific  Coast 
region,  the  price  of  100-pound  bags  of  refined  cane  and  beet  sugar  dropped 
from  38.35  cents  on  March  3  to  35.35  cents  on  March  5  and  then  32.35  cents  on 
March  18. 

Prices  for  beet  sugar  in  the  Eastern  and  Chicago-West  regions  and  for 
beet  and  cane  sugar  in  the  Intermountain  Northwest  region  were  reduced  from 
37.55  cents  on  March  3  to  35.35  on  March  6  and  to  31.35  on  March  18. 

Shown  below  are  the  price  quotations  on  March  21,  1975,  for  refined 
sugar  sold  at  wholesale  in  100-pound  bags  and  in  bulk,  by  regions.  Significant 
variations  of  actual  price  from  the  quoted  price  may  be  found  in  certain 
regions,  reflecting  competitive  discounts.

The  U.S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-pound  paper 
bags  averaged  53.60  cents  in  February,  down  from  59.82  cents  in  January  but  up 
from  17.76  cents  in  February  of  last  year  for  an  increase  of  202  percent  for 
the  12-month  period. 

Cane  sugar  production  in  Florida  through  March  21,  1975,  totaled  709,000 
short  tons,  commerical  weight  basis.  According  to  trade  sources,  the  Florida 
crop  is  expected  to  yield  about  800,000  tons  of  raw  sugar. 

Through  March  20,  1975,  the  Texas  cane  area  produced  65,000  tons  of  raw  sugar, 
commercial  weight  basis,  with  total  production  from  the  1974-75  crop  now 
estimated  at  73,000  tons. 

Production  of  cane  sugar  in  Hawaii  through  March  8,  1975,  totaled  65,365 
short  tons  96°  basis  compared  with  80,097  tons  produced  through  March  9,  1974. 

Shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  by  corn  refiners  (members  of  Corn  Refiners' 
Association  Inc.)  on  a  dry  basis  totaled  3,120,000  short  tons,  raw  value 
during  1974.     This  compares  with  2,783,000  tons  delivered  in  1973.

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board  estimated  that  as  of  March  1,  1975, 
growers  intended  to  plant  a  total  of  1,546,900  acres  of  sugarbeets  in  1975, 
23.3  percent  above  last  year.     The  following  table  shows  1975  intentions  to 
plant  for  each  state  along  with  the  number  of  acres  planted  in  1973  and  1974.

Indications  are  that  all  17  states  that  produce  sugarbeets  will  increase 
their  acreage  this  year  with  the  exception  of  North  Dakota  where  acreage 
was  increased  in  1974  by  61,900  acres  over  1973.     Producers  in  California, 
the  largest  producing  state,  expect  plantings  to  increase  88,000  acres.  Prospects 
in  Idaho,  Minnesota  and  Colorado  are  up  77,500,  34,000  and  20,200  acres, 
respectively. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF 
STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 


1.     February  1975  sugar  deliveries  for  continental  U.S.  consumption, 
534,000  short  tons,  raw  value  (preliminary)  up  23,000  tons  from 
January  1975  but  down  330,000  tons  from  February  1974.     January- February 
1975  deliveries  1,045,000  short  tons,  raw  value,   (preliminary),  down 
776,000  tons  from  January- February  1974.     Final  data  for  January  1975 
deliveries  511,000  short  tons  --  previously  published  preliminary  as 
523,000  tons. 


2.     Primary  distributors'  stocks  March  1,  1975  were  3,026,000  short  tons 
(preliminary),  up  517,000  tons  from  the  end  of  February  last  year  but 
down  41,000  tons  from  Jan.  31,  1975.     During  February,  refiners'  stocks 
decreased  177,000  tons,  stocks  of  importers  of  direct  consumption  sugar 
decreased  1,000  tons,  beet  processors'   stocks  decreased  31,000  tons 
and  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  increased  167,000  tons. 


3.    January  1974  receipts  of  raw  sugar  by  refiners  from  foreign  sources 
totaled  88,000  tons,  raw  value,  compared  with  260,000  tons  received 
during  January  1974. 


4.     January  1975  receipts  of  refined  sugar  by  states  were  down  46.7 
pecent,  as  compared  to  1974,  with  decreases  occuring  in  all  five 
geographical  regions. 


5.     Fourth  quarter  1974  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  decreased  to  six 
of  the  seven  industrial  user  groups  compared  to  the  same  1973  quarter 
and        three  of  the  four  non- industrial  user  groups  decreased.
